Becoming confused while crossing 
the Emmitsburg 
road,

ternoon at 4:55 o’clock, Mary Wil­ 
liams, six-year-old daughter of Mrs. 
Anna Williams, residing along the 
Taneytown road, just beoynd the bor­ 
ough limits, ran d irec tly in front 
of 
a large 
touring car 
and was 
knocked 
down, the 
rear wheel of 
the 
automobile 
passing 
over 
her 
body. 
The little girl, it is sdid, was aware 
of the approach of the machine, but 
became confused when she found 
it 
was impossible to reach the opposite 
side of the road in safety. 
The big car knocked the little girl 
down,

A local taxi driver, 
who was following, picked up the 
child and rushed hor to the Warner 
Hospital, where she was admitted at 
6:05 o’clock. 
An X-ray picture disclosed no bones

Pearl Riley, of Gardners, Bitten 
Three Times by Poisonous 
Reptile. 


Pearl Riley, aged four, is in a 
serious condition at her home near 
Gardners as a result of being bitten 
three times on the left leg by a cop­ 
perhead snake Friday afternoon. Her 
teg is swollen twice its natural size, 
but her condition this morning was 
reported as slightly improved. 
She

was returning through a corn field 
from an apple tree they had just 
visited.

MAY LOSE T H E IR PE N SIO N S 


Fund for Retired State Employees Is 


Almost Exhausted. 


H arrisburg, July 24.— Retired State 
employees are 
threatened with 
the 
loss of their meal ticket because the 
$50,000 funH appropriated by the Leg­ 
islature last year for the two fiscal 
years is nearly exhausted, according 
to notice sent Governor Sproul S a t­ 
urday by Auditor 
General 
I^ewis. 
As there is only $1504 left, 70 em ­ 
ployees, who 
now draw a 
monthly 
amount agg reg atin g $4339, m ay find 
themselves cut to $2 a month. 
The S ta te ’s pension system became 
effective in September, 1915, and pro­ 
vided for retirem ent afte r 20 years of 
service. 
L ater an age limit of 65 
was fixed for retirem ent and then the 
act was amended last year to permit 
the (Governor to pass on the retire­ 
ment question without age limit. 
Eighty-two employees have been on 
the 
pension list, 
12 having 
died. 
Since the last amendm ent to the law 
a year ago, 35 have been retired. The 
loading up of additional employees 
on the list made heavy inroads into 
the $50,000.
